The magazine entitled Pirate 35 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is given this classification because of the high level of explicit sexual 
activity it presents. The magazine is comprised of sexually explicit photographs and 
accompanying text. The sexual activity includes anal and vaginal intercourse, double 
penetration, fellatio and cunnilingus. Due to the explicit depiction of sexual activity and 
male and female nudity, and the sexual themes presented in a manner intended to 
sexually arouse the reader, the availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to 
the public good unless restricted to an adult audience. 
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
